Vincente Luna, 


while suffering from the effects of 
the torture and- unconscious, was 
dragged from his house, which had 
been set on fire, and was burned to 
death. They stated that these atroc- 
ities were commiitted by a company 
of scouts under command of Lieu- 
tenant Hennessy, and that their peo- 
.ple had been crowded into towns, six 
hundred being confined in one build- 
ing." 
A doctor of the party said 


he was ready to testify that some of 
the six hundred died from suffoca- 
tion. General Miles says he looked 
at the building, which was one story 
in height, eighteen or twenty feet 
wide, and possibly sixty or seventy 
feet long. 
He asked for a written 


statement, to be forwarded to him 
at Manila, 
but says ha never re- 


ceived it, and adds: "I have no rea- 
son to disbelieve their statements. 
In fact, the instances of torture, in 
the case of the man Luna 
having 


been tortured and burned to death 
are confirmed 
by other 
reports." 


Concerning the failure to receive the 
statement, 
General 
Miles 
says: 


"Whether any influence was brought 
to bear to prevent their statement, 
either by persuasion or coercion, I 
am not prepared to say at the present 
time." 


OTHER ATROCITIES. 


General Miles then refers to other 


cases, saying that on the island of 
Cebu it was reported and published 
in November, 1902, "that two offi- 
cers. Captain Samuels, Forty-fourth 
infantry, United States volunteers, 
and Lieutenant Feeter.

A MYSTERIOUS ENTITY. 


"The text has reference 
to the 


highest form of life on earth, namely, 
human. Now, what is life abstract- 
edly considered? 
No scientist nor 


philosopher can intelligently answer. 

Much is 
known concerning the physical basis 
of life, technically called protoplasm 
or cell development, but life itself, 
its nature and whence it comes,' in 
any or every form, are still a pro- 
found secret.

DAVIS MAKES REPLY. 


A reply to the foregoing portion of 


the report 
has been prepared

judge Advocate General Davis in a 
letter to the secretary 
of war in 


which he says: 


"The incidents which are set forth 


in the enclosed special 'report have 
beea made the subject of special in- 
vestigations; in some instances these 
have been conducted by courts mar-

Every battleship must be re- 
placed twenty-five 
years from the 


date of its commencement; to large 
cruisers a life of twenty years is as- 
signed, and to small cruisers fifteen 
years.

Never, under any cir- 
cumstances, will you pay more than 
others charge, and about ninety-nine 
times out of a hundred you'll save 
anywhere from a few cents to a few 
dollars.
